This will be 
five hours earlier than by the train 
from Weldon to Raleigh, and two 
hours and a half later than by the 
train as heretofore from Greensboro 
to Raleigh. Our people will not be 
deprived of any mail facilities, as 
they will receive and send two North- 
ern mails every day.

FAYETTEVILLE, N. C.,) 
Dee. 17th, 1875. 


Last evening. (Thursday,) Sheriff 
Hardie received over the Governor’s 
signature a commutation to Peniten- 
tiary for life in the case of Robert 
McDonald, convicted of burglary, 
and sentenced to be hanged to day. 
To withhold comment on so flagran' 
an abuse of the pardoning power 
vested in the Executive, would be as 
ubjustifiable as this act, which right- 
ly arouses the indignation of our 
honest and law abiding citizens. A 
brief sketch of this negro’s trial and 


condemoation may be appropriate! 


On the llth of August, 1874, the 
residence of Capt. F. J. Green was 
forcibly entered, and various articles 
were stolen, including a gold watch, 
This was shortly afterwards seen on 
the person of MeDonald. He was 
arrested and gave conflicting ac- 
counts about the wateh coming into 
his possession, Other circumstances, 
together with his notorious character, 
tended to corroborate the opinion of 
bis guilt. He was tried at the Janu- 
ary term of Cumberland Court, con- 
victed without difficulty, and sen- 
tenced to death. An appeal was ob- 
tained. The Supreme Bench decided 
** No error,”” and McDonald was re- 
sentenced. On this oceasion Judge 
Buxton expressly stated ‘“‘ crime was 
on the increase in Cumberland conn- 
ty, and that he was determined, by a 
rigid example, tocheck it.’ Yet, as 
far as we can learn, the Judge 
dispatched a letter to CUovernor 
Brogden, asking a commutation 
of the sentence, If Judge 
Buxton can explain this ineonsis- 
tency, be will find it more difficult to 
shun the sentiments of the com- 
munity in which he resides. Despite 
his political sins he has always pos- 
sessed the respect of the people here, 
and it isto be regretted that he should, 
through mistaken leniency, so un- 
biushing!y encourage vice and con- 
tempt of all law. 


A penitentiary has no terrors to a 
negro. Io going there he has little 
to forfeit, and he is generally well 
satisfied with a sufficieney of food 
and clothing. The gallows alone can 
restrain idle, shifiless negroes from 
violence, and the example of a hang- 
ing was needed in Fa etteville just 
now. Forthe past few vears aud 
more especially of recent date, hons<e- 
breaking au. license of every descrip- 
tion has been rife No one has suf- 
fered the extreme penalty of the law. 
Several, however, having been sen- 
tenced to this fate have been sent to 
the penitentiary for life—equivalent 
to a pardon as will be proven in this 
case as well. Just before McDonald's 
last sentence he made an attempt to 
kill the Deputy Sheriff and Jailor. 
Yet in the face of all this Judge Bux- 
ton intercedes for bim, and the Gov- 
ernor thinks him a fit subjeet for 
A_ petition was indeed 
raised consisting for the most part of 
ignorant negroes interspersed 


ing of the case, and governed only by 
opposition to capital punishment. 
To mercy when properly exercised 
no one with correct human feeling 
can object. but it calls for the utmost 
coudemnation wbheu by it, the lives 
and property of the unotfending are 
placed in jeopody.

New Mede of Heating Rooms. 


The Philadelphia papers give ac- 
counts of a new and inexpensive 
mode of heating buildings which is 
shortly to be introdueed there. The 
principle is the utilization of the heat 
generated during the calcination of 
limestone, this being made to heat 
air or water, which is then passed in- 
to buildings to be heated through the 
usual system of distributing pipes. 
while tbe sale of the lime produced 
iu the kiln more than covers the 
cost of the operation. It is claimed 
that this sysiem is already applied to 
both public and private buildings in 
Enyland and Frauce, As the 
Record ol serves: 

‘It is certainly a very curious and 
interesting device, and well illuse 
trates the modern tendency to seize 
light, heat and power of all sorts as 
generated in natural or arcificial pre 
cesses and turn it to some practical 
aceount. No American views Nia- 
gara with a pure appreciation of its 
sublimity, or without some mixture 
of a desire to “utilize’’ the mignty 
rush of waters in driving tactory 
wheels. The engineer by the sea- 
shore wonders if that mighty ebb aod 
flow of the sea cannot be made to run 
machines by its surplus energy. Er- 
riesson is busy on his project of solar 
engines to ruo by the heat which the 
sun seatters so lavishly ou the soi! 
aud heusetops. This lhme-burving 

roject is humbler in its way, but it 
“ in the same line of utilization of 
natural processes. The original 
paraius of pipes and kiln must cost 
something, and we judge it chiefly 
applicable to large pubiic structures 
and to extensive private ones like 
fatories rather than to dwellings.’

After joining 
them he sent word to the parties 
whom they inteuded to rob, that 
they would be there op the foliewing 
bight and that they had better make 
sume arrangements to resist them, 

When the merehants of Ravmond 
City heard of their plans, they sues 
ceeded in getting thirty armed men 
and went into one of the stores (the 
one that was likely te be robbed first) 
and when the robbers made their ap- 
pearance they rushed out on them 
and put them to flight. We learn 
that the next morning fourteen of the 
party were captured The man who 
betrayed them bas given the names 
of the entire pariy.
